that war it was able to command the di- 
recting genius of a remarkably capable 
man at the head of its war department. 


When the last critic adds the final note 


to all that is written about that melan- 
choly struggle, and the cheering and su- 
per-patriotism are separated 
from 
the 


golden loyalty of America, standing rather 
apart from many of the voluble will be 
America's contribution—her organization 
for victory—and the leader of that group 
will ever remain the now departed Baker. 


High courage and individual sacrifice 


are constantly expected in the course of 
things upon the field of battle but the 
most extraordinary thing about the World 
war from the American viewpoint was the 
efficient and thorough manner with which 
the fighting forces v.-ere organized, sup- 
plied and supported. Up to 1017 America 
had always muddled through its wars, 
buried more from plague-ridden hospitals 
than were picked up on the field of con- 
flict, tangled, disputed, always got there 
late, and v/on in the end because of per- 
sistence and the determination to keep on 
getting there. 


Mr. Baker couldn't rou?c the rabble. 


The words would have stuck in his throat. 
Yet he was one of the most enlightened 
liberals of our period, calm, purposeful 
and fairly dripping with ability. 


JAKF KILRAIN AND THE 


GAMBLING GAME 


The recent death of Jake Kilrain, who 


battled with bare knuckles for seventy- 
five rounds with John L. Sullivan nearly 
fifty years ago, brought back the mem- 
ory of the brutal days in the ring, the 
staging of fistic combats quickly and un- 
der cover of darkness, the raids by police 
and deputies, and finally the civilization 
of this sport through a mixed process of 
elimination and regulation. 


In Kilrain's time fighting 
in the 


squared ring, as elsewhere, was unlawful. 
Churches and associations devoted gen- 
erally to good morals fought desperately 
at every corner to prevent the staging of 
these contests. 
Much that was said in 


criticism of the battlers and the battling 
was true. It was unnecessarily brutal. It 
was attended almost wholly by a certain 
fraternity of light fingers but heavy liv,- 
ing. But its critics overlooked one impor- 
tant clement. 
It is almost an instinct in 


men to vie with one another in games or 
contests of physical prowess, and 
no 


amount of argument or number of laws 
could stop the instinct as it urged youth 
to the utmost of its muscular strength. 


The first law passed to eliminate the 


abuses of such contests but to preserve 
their advantages was looked upon by 
many people as an act of governmental 
depravity. 
But one by one the states, 


after the early experiments, have followed 
suit. And we no\v have, as a testimonial 
to the virtues of state rights and state 
experiments, a well organized system that 
has eliminated most of the brutality and 
all necessity for surreptitious conduct. 


It is not to be assumed that every- 


thing that seems wrong or that has per- 
sisted despite books full of laws may be 
subjected to the same treatment with the 
same degree of success, but it ought to 
be clear that the system employed with 
prize fighters cannot be hurriedly discard- 
ed in other cases that present comparable 
characteristics. 


Chicago has just enacted an ordinance 


in an attempt to apply the same principle 
to horse race betting. It found bet brokers 
all over the city. They made little pre- 
tense at secrecy. For the most part they 
conducted elaborate parlors where black- 
boards told the story of the races much as 
stock market quotations are featured in 
Wall Street offices. 
Some concerns em- 


ployed agents who visited various suites 
of offices and picked up bets before the 
official gong started the race. There u-as 
much claimed dishonesty but there de- 
veloped, too, the necessary 
confidence 


among the betters that they were obtain- 
ing something like a fair deal else the 
game was likely to fizzle rather than de- 
velop. 


Rumors, 
sometimes 
supported 
by 


plentiful evidence, constantly persisted 
that bet brokers flourished through brib- 
ery of the police. The police retort gen- 
erally was that a force 
two to three 


times that prevailing would be necessary 
to put the bet brokers out of business. 


Into this situation Chicago has passed 


an ordinance licensing these brokers at 
fees ranging up to several thousand dol- 
lars a year, promising, too, to iron out 
the crooked kinks that may exist in the 
business and at least obtain two results, 
give the gloss of legality to an ordinary 
daily practice and obtain some revenue for 
the government. 


Certainly if it is to be conceded that 


a certain form of gambling is going to 
persist the advisability of regulating in 
the public interest with the hope of min- 
imizing its evil features and preventing 
the exploitation of the people cannot be 
dismissed with a shrug.

Steelmakers Look Forward 


To 
Improvement 


Earlv in 1938 


In the final week of the year, 


with 
production interrupted 
by 


holiday closing and general hesita- 
tion, steelmakers look forward for 
the opening weeks of 1938 to bring 
an improvement in buying in all 
lines, says Steel. 


Consumers who have been delay- 


ing orders as far as possible, to 
limit their inventories, are expect- 
ed to place business when the turn 
of the year has passed, and neces- 
sity for rigidly holding stocks as 
low as possible no longer operates. 


Time for Expansion 


The industry for weeks has had 


its eyes fixed on the opening of the 
new year as a time for some ex- 
pansion. Already indications have 
appeared of a better feeling and 
this is likely to continue in increas- 
ing measure. 
However, the im- 


provement, is expected to be con- 
servative for the early weeks of 
1938. 


Meanwhile, a number of projects 


involving large tonnages of steel, 
delivery of which will be spread 
over several months, are develop- 
ing. 
These include steel rails for 


track maintenance a considerable 
tonnage for battleships, tankers and 
cargo vessels and some large struc- 
tural projects. These requirements 
will give mills considerable back- 
log. It is believed automotive pro- 
duction, while perhaps not equal- 
Ing that of 1937, will require a 
large tonnage of steel. 


Japan Purchases 


Japan has closed for 50.000 tons 


of pig iron with southern produc- 
ers, including both basic and foun- 
dry- 
This is the first large pur- 


chase of pig iron by Japan in sev- 
eral weeks. Earlier in the year its 
purchases aggregated several hun- 
dred thousand tons. Japan is in 
the market for a substantial ton- 
nage of plates also.

buying, the national steel operating 
rate declined 4 points last week to 
23 per cent.

At one of the soil-erosion experi- 


ment stations of the soil conserva- 
tion service, two plots, equal in 
size and similar in soil, slope and 
other natural characteristics, were 
laid out. All the topsoil was re- 
moved 
from one and both were 


planted to corn. Measurements of 
yields and the amount of soil and 
water lost from 
each plot were 


made over a period of three years. 


Results compiled by the service 


show that erosion removed 19 more 
tons of soil per acre each year from 
the sub-soil than from the plot with 
the original surface soil, and that 5 
per cent more water ran off the 
subsoil plat. Over the 3-year period 
the corn yield from the subsoil plot 
was only one-fifth that of the other 
plot. 


During the experiment an aver- 


age of 89 tons of soil per acre was 


unchanged.

Railroad Buying

their absence, it is held, the senate 
lacked a quorum and thus failed to 
pass the bill. A Progressive majority 
at that time, however, declared the 
measure passed. 


While the seven black-robed jus- 


tices of the state supreme court co- 
gitate. Progressives wonder about 
the outcome of one of their 
most 


important legislative creations. The 
court has already postponed a de- 
cision twice, and by Jan. 11. when 
the tribunal is expected to deliver 
its opinion on the problem, it will 
have had the case for three months, 
longer than most other cases. 


Important To Campaign 


If the court upholds the consti- 


tutionality of the act. Progressives 
make no secret of their plans to 
make the WDA one of their princi- 
pal arguments in the

paigns. For many years the party 
has campaigned on the utility ques- 
tion, arguing year after year 
for 


public ownership of electric power. 
The WDA is their agency for put- 
ting that idea into reality. 


Working with federal funds as 


well as its own appropriation, the 
corporation will immediately begin 
work in the organization of rural 
power district cooperatives, in the 
same way as the REA in the state is 
now functioning. 


Highlights of the functions which 


will be carried out by the corpora- 
Lion, if the supreme court decides it 
is a valid creation, are: promotion of 
municipal power districts; encour- 
agement of cooperative and non- 
profit corporations to provide utili- 
.y sei vices: assistance lo such cor- 
DOrations to acquire utility proper- 
ies; assistance to cities in taking 
over the operating utility underlak- 
ngs; making studies of the state's 
sower resources, with the aim of 
unifying them, and receiving federal 
appropriations to advance 
public

enced, and If I don't then I am bull-headed. 
But my husband refuses to give me a home 
of my own. Three children are involved, a 
boy of 17. who stutters, brought on. I be- 
lieve, by the continual quarreling atmos- 
phere in which he has been reared, and two 
younger children. I have left my husband 
four times and returned to my parents and 
am now with them for the fifth, but he is in 
the South and lonesome and I am in the 
North and I need him and so do the chil- 
dren. If we send the boy to college we can't 
afford to set up a home. I refuse to be sacri- 
ficed. I would have gone insane if 1 had stay- 
ed at my in-law's home another six months. 
What is your advice?

DOROTHY DIX 
Answer: 


On the principle that ;the thing to choose is always the greatest good for 


the greatest number I would urge you to" put your money in starting a 
home rather than in sending the boy to college. The benefits he will re- 
ceive in being in a peaceful home and with a contented mother will do 
far more for Kim than any school- 
ing. 


At his age he has plenty of time 


to wait and it won't hurt him to be 
out of school a year. In fact, many 
educators are advocating a year's 
break between high school and col- 
lege because it gives a boy time to 
take stock of himself and decide 
what he wants to do in the world, 
and that enables him to choose the 
studies that will fit him for it when 
he goes to college. 


But your letter is another warn- 


ing, if any were needed, against the 
folly of a man taking his wife to 
live with his mother when he mar- 
ries. It so inevitably precipitates 
trouble that the Chinese character 
for FIGHT is derived from two 
women living under the same roof. 
It doesn't matter what fine, noble. 
Christian characters the women are, 
just to put them together is all that 
is necessary to make them do unbe- 
lievable things to each other, and 
any man is just hunting for trouble 
who tries it. 


But dear lady, granting that your 


mother-in-law Is a bossy old wom- 
an who thinks she is inspired wis- 
dom and that she has a right to rule 
the roost, don't you think you have 
paid a pretty price for your eight- 
een years' warfare with her? Don't 
you think that just as a matter of 
expediency it would have been bet- 
ter for you to have given in to her, 
and used a little tact and diplomacy 
in trying to get along with her 
than to have lived in such an at- 
mosphere of strife that it kept the 
whole family upset and unhappy 
and wrecked the nervous system of 
your oldest son?

TABLE RULES 


Dear Mrs. Post: Will you please 


describe the serving of French arti- 
chokes? Is an extra plate provided 
for them and what is supposed to 
be done with the sauce? 


Answer: Artichokes are served 


on a platter—just as asparagus or 


corn on the cob or any other boiled : 
food in served—and a napkin folded 
to ftt the center of the platter to 
put under the food, to absorb the 
water. A serving spoon and -fork 
should, as always, be oa the platter. 
Thl* course It eaten alone either be* 
fore or following the meat course, 
as you prefer. You put a whole 
artichoke on your plate, and wait 
until the Hollandaise sauce or pos- 
sibly melted butter is passed to you. 
You put this on your plate at the 
side of the artichoke. Don't absent- 
mindedly pour the sauce on the 
leaves of the artichoke because you 
have to pull these off one by one 
in your fingers and dip them in the 
sauce. When you get down to the 
thistle part under the leaves, scrape 
this away carefully 
and eat the 


heart of it—just as you would eat 
half a boiled potato—putting sauce 
on it, cutting it and eating it with 
a fork. 


Dear Mrs. Post: What is an thia 


fuss made by some people about 
having to turn the cutting edge 
of the knife a certain way and the 
prongs of the fork up or down when 
one has finished eating? I've never 
thought it made any difference how 
the implements were left on the 
plate. 


Answer: The fact 
that people • 


make a great fuss over unconsidered 
trifles is one of the things that 
make the subject of etiquette seem 
not worth bothering about.

position of the cutting edge of the 
knife has no importance whatever 
except when the table is set. The 
cutting knife Is then turned toward 
the plate because to do otherwise 
would 'turn the monogram under- 
neath. To leave the prongs of the 
fork turned upwards is better mere- 
ly because any other way seems up- 
side dawn. The only 
important 


thing is that they shall be left side 
by side neatly and with their han- 
dles far enough in on the rim of the 
plate so that when the plate is re- 
moved there will be no danger of 
their toppling off.

Dear Mrs. Post: When giving a 


lunch at bridge tables, what type of 
water glass do you consider best?

Answer: Tumblers and

are equally suitable so far as the 
seting of. your tables is concerned. 
But tumblers are probably a little 
more practical than a taller glass, 
because there is a very limited 
amount of space around the places, 
and also, each person has to reach, 
across for whatever has to be put 
in the center of the table.

Govern Training of Child

Public opinion can be a great moral force. It can also be a bogey. Many 


a conscientious mother is driven to nervous collapse, not by the naughtf- 
ness of the children, but by the thought of what the neighbors are going' 
to say now. 


Neighbors will talk. We are all neighbors, so we know how it is. But 


what of it? Children are born of human parents and are consequently 
very human, and altogether imperfect. They are noisy, destructive, ill- 
mannered in social relations. As they grow to the age of indiscretion they 
do many things that send shivers of apprehension down their mothers' 
spines and set the neighbors talking. There's nothing to be done about it, 
and I doubt that any of us would do anything if we could because there 
is no definite value in public opinion where children's behavior is con- 
cerned. The only thing any mother or father can do is "never mind it" 
It will be someone else's turn tomorrow. 


The important thing about it is not to allow the fear of what the 


neighbors say to cramp parental style. Accept the fact that the neighbors 
are going to say something, one to the other, and hope for the best, mean- 
while, going straight through with whatever duty is imposed upon one 
by a child's behavior. 


A little child sometimes decides 


that he doesn't want to go into the 
house at the close of his day. He 
does not answer his call. When 
mother or someone else goes after 
him fie makes a scene and mother is 
conscious of eyes behind the win- 
dow screens. Never mind them. 
Take hold of young son; keep your 
temper: don't add the weight of the 
neighbor's opinion to your feeling 
that this child needs 
discipline. 


Keep your eye on the child, never 
mind the rest. The neighbor really 
docs not care one way or the other 
and will heartily sustain you should 
you need assistance. 


The. older children sometimes em- 


barrass their parents by unusual 
behavior. One of them takes a drink 
he never had before and learns 
something. Perhaps it is tne way of 
a maid with a lad that sets the pot 
aboiling. Maybe a promising young- 
ster is sent home from school with a 
message from the Dean. Any and 
all of these are likely to happen in 
the ..most carefully reared family.
